Council Meeting 


A week ago a very happy time was 
spent at the Whist Drive, in the 
Sacred Heart Church, Chauvin. 11 
tables were occupied. 


Minutes of the 11th Council meet¬ 
ing of the Merton M. D. , No. 451, 
held in the Winona School house on 
Saturday, January 6th 122 at noon 
when there wer present the reeve and 
councillors Sharf, Eggen, Reynolds, 
and McKenzie. Clr Wilson was ab¬ 
sent . 

The minutes of the previous meet¬ 
ing were read. Clr McKenzie moved 
that the minutes as read be accepted. 
Carried 

The question of Mr A Tingley’s 
claim for damage to his car by drop¬ 
ping into a washout on the east side 
section 2-46-l-w4th was before the 
council. The secretary read a. state¬ 
ment given by Mr Tingiey’s solicitor, 
Mr H. J. Dean, of Lloydminster. 
This statement was given by phone 
message and gave the following par¬ 
ticulars; The accident occured bet¬ 
ween 8 and 9 p.m. Mr Tingley was 
alone. He lifted the car out of the 
hole himself. He saw a pole across 
the trail after he had gone into the 
hole. The damage done to car was 
main frame broken; lugs broken; 
engine dropped of left side. While 
looking round he saw a sign flat on 
the ground. His car-lights were good 
The car was a Maxwell. Damage was 
repaired by Mr M. D. Taylor, of 
’TJIbyclmihstpr. Mr Tingley got £is far 
as Bert Hilson's with his damlaged 
car. 

After discussion. Clr McKenzie 
moved that the reeve confer with Mr 
Tingley and ascertain particulars of 
accident: and exact location of where 
accident occured. Clr Eggen moved 
an amendment by adding that an af¬ 
fidavit be obtained from Mr Tingley 
that the accident occured at the place 
designated in his claim; the east side 
section 2-46-l-w4th. The amendment 
carried. Clr Reynolds opposed. 

The question of payment of com¬ 
pensation to C. Schaumleffel for ap 
propriation of land on section 30-47- 
3-w4th was discussed. 

Clr Sharf moved that the secretary 
■write to the Dept of Public Works to 
the council have power 


The local men who took in the 
Wainwright Bonspiel come back with 
a very favorable report of the treat¬ 
ment accorded to them in the Buffalo 
town. It was a good bonspiel, and 
they had a good time. The spiel was 
well managed and the Wainwright 
boys are a good sporty bunch who 
looked after their visitors well. 

Chauvin was represented by C’ G. 
Forryan; A. E. Keith; J. Rinde; and 
J. A. Code (skip). 

Ribstone was represented by A _ 
Wilde; L. L. Pound; M D. Nichol¬ 
son; and E. Dell (skip). 

The rougher ice at Wainwright was 
a serious handicap , to both Chauvin 
and Ribstone. They lost consider¬ 
able in the earlier part of the spiel 
through this cause. As they became 
accustomed to that condition they im¬ 
proved their records, and Chauvin 
came home with second prize in the 
Calgary Brewing contest. Ribstone 
brining home the third prize in the 
, same event. 


An important step toward the solu¬ 
tion of the hauling proposition has 
been found by Lars Swanstrom. He 
has a large quantity 'id grain to haul 
each season, and atApjfg way to haul 
it. A year ago he designed a new 
form of wagon box tor use on the 
bob sleighs. His new box has now 
been in use for two "hauling seasons 
and is found perfectly satisfactory. 
Three similiar boxes have been con¬ 
structed by his neighbors (Anderson 
Brothers, and Jack Snell) and have 
given similiar satisfaction. 

Lars Swanstrom now hauls a load 
of two hundred bushels of wheat, or 
two hundred and twenty-five bushels 
of oats each time he goes to Artland. 
This mind you over hilly trails where 
sidehills are more than usually nu¬ 
merous.. Yet he finds his new box 
carries the loads well, and is actually 
safer than the standard box ordinarily 
used. (The weight being low set and 
well balanced. 

It is of course, not possible for us 
to furnish complete specifications, 
but we are able to give you an appro¬ 
ximate idea of how Swanstrom made 
his new' style gram box,. . 

He used the -LuiSfSvd boards 

box.and castings of' the ordinary wa¬ 
gon box. The bottom, front and end 
he has rebuilt to a six foot width. 
Being a skilful blacksmith he has re¬ 
placed the rods, chains etc., with 
longer ones of his own workmanship. 

The standard bob sleigh is also us¬ 
ed. Swanstrom having replaced the 
standard bunks with wider ones. 

Swanstrom has made a great im¬ 
provement in his grain tank by ex¬ 
tending the floor of his box out to¬ 
wards the front far enough to provide 
a step upon which he may ride, or 
if walking (as he frequently does) 
he can cross from! side to side and at 
all times have complete control of 
the horses. 

The hauling question will be made 
much easier, if there w r ere more of 
this style of box on the road. Two 
seasons work has proven this box to 
be perfectly satisfactory

Half a dozen districts are already 
organized in Saskatchewan for the 
purpose of building Community Halls 
and have become incorporatied under 
The Agricultural Co-Operative Asso¬ 
ciations Act of this Province, accord¬ 
ing to W. Waldron, of the Co-Oper¬ 
ation and Markets’ Branch of the 
if|askatdhe(wan Department of Agri-i 
culture who has contributed as fol¬ 
lows : 

Developing a Rural Community 

The principal underlying commun¬ 
ity effort being co-operation it is as¬ 
tonishing, once a start has been 
made in some one particular line, no 
matter how small, how quickly oth¬ 
er suggest themselves. Boys and 
girls’ club work embreing calf rear¬ 
ing, hogs, poultry and garden pro¬ 
duce sooner or later suggests the im¬ 
portance of finding a market for such 
products and further, the necessity 
of marketing upon an improved sys¬ 
tem. The boys’ and girls’ club thus 

nr1 n«.qef hut do the a.dult 
of the community realize 

lability is thus placed upon 

themselves? 

Let it suffice, for our purpose, to 
assume that interest has been arous¬ 
ed and the possibilities of co-opera¬ 
tion recognised. ' A home should be 
provided where these new projects 
can be dealt with and the community 
idea takes root much more quickly 
and appeals more forcibly when it 
has a rof above its head. 

In the States it has. been found 
that with a community hall as a com¬ 
mon meeting ground many more pro¬ 
jects for the financial and social up- 
a common meeting ground many 
more projects for th e financial and 
social uplift of the district are 
launched and as Mr. Galpin, of the 
office of Karra Management, Wash 
ington most aptly puts it “the com 
munity house is a tangible symbol of 
rural society unity.” 

The Community Ceutre 
To reside in a community that 
has no central home of its own is to 
live under unsatisfactory conditions. 

A community that moves from pil¬ 
lar to post, from church to school 
house for social and business gather¬ 
ings lacks cohesion and progress, if 
there is any, is slow. The objection 
is raised that community life can on¬ 
ly be built up at the expense and pos 
sible sacrifice of home life. In actual 
practise the objection has no support. 
The atmosphere of true home life has 
beneficial and far reaching results 
but the prosperity or otherwise of a 
community is undoubtedly reflected 
in the farm homes and therefore the 
home life is the direct gainer from 
successful community effort. 

A well organized community with 
one big aim, namely,' the general ad 
vancement of that particular district 
will, through its subcommittees have 
every phase of rural life and work 
those most able to

Wainwright Member 
Extols Constituency 
Parliament Opening 

In seconding the speech from the 
throne on Friday last' in the Provin¬ 
cial house Mr. J. R. Love U.F.A. 
Wainwright made his maiden speech. 
He referred to Wainwright as the 
“future oil centre of the continent.” 
His remark that “it was regrettable 
tb lose the Hon. Charles Stewart, 
but I feel that he will he rendering 
a greater service to the country in 
his new capacity.” elicited applause 
from both sides of the house and in- 
cidentally the galleries. 

Mr J. R. Love declared the nat¬ 
ural resources of the province was 
its natural birthright and their re¬ 
turn should be early demanded. For 
a number of years governments of 
this province have been striving for 
their return, and not until this un¬ 
deniable right is returned to the fest- 
ern provinces will there be content¬ 
ment. The speaker referred to th.p 
slogan of the Edmonton Board of 
Trade as showing the trend of the 
people of this province. 

The Wainwright member outlined 
several of the more important natur¬ 
al resoiyces of the province. The 
fact that Alberta possesses 15 per - 
cent, of the world’s coal reserve sup¬ 
ply and 87 per cent, of the coal re¬ 
serve of the dominion. it had been 
estimated that in the ubrthei a tar 
sands there were some 30,000,00c,- 
000 barrels of oil awaiting a process 
of extraction. “Enough oil” the 
speaker said, “to last the world at 
the present rate of consumption for 
six centuries.” 

The vast salt beds of the north 
should be developed, as salt was be¬ 
ing shipped to the west, the freight 
costing far more than the. salt itself 

In the matter of highway construc¬ 
tion. Mr Love desired that as far 
as possible all phases of the patron¬ 
age system should be eliminated in 
building of roads.. Ho believed 
that much money would be saved the 
| province if none but expert advice be 
obtained, and that a highway com¬ 
mission would go far towards solving 
the highways problem 

“We should see that schools in the 
remote districts of the province which 
are difficult to finance locally should 
be kept open as- long as they are in 
cities, and that the government 
should assist them financially,” Mr. 
Love said. The necessity for educat¬ 
ing, thoroughly, the youth of the 
pravince was a paramount issue.

HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 


The name of constable, now one 
of the lower officrs goes back to 
early Norman time, when it repre¬ 
sented an office of high dignity, 
which nobles were proud to hold. 

All constables are “peace officers” 
and serve summons and warrants of 
the proper courts. 

In cities they are known as police¬ 
men . They can arrest persons who 
break the law in their presence, and 
bring them before the proper court 
at the earliest movement. Otherwise 
they act only under an order from a 
magistrate, sheriff, or court. In 
times of threatened riot or disturb¬ 
ance, special constables are appoint¬ 
ed to preserve the peace. 

Constables are appointed by the 
judges of sessions, or magistrates,' 
or municipal councils, or police com¬ 
missioners, as the law may provide. 
In some provinces there are also 
bailiffs, who serve the writs and ot¬ 
her process of the courts, make sei 
zures and arrests and perform other 
minor duties.

Every court gives effect to its pow¬ 
ers by forms of proceeding (process) 
jurisdiction and in its rules of prac- 
set forth in the statute defining its 
tice. In civil actions, process is of 
various kinds. 

1. A writ of summons to compel a 
defendant to appear before a court. 

2. A Subpoena, or summons to wit¬ 
nesses to appear and give evidence in 
a suit or be subject to a penalty or 
t ion of subpoena). 

3. Summons to jurors to apear at 

a trial. , , £§? 

4. Execution of judgement, or 
order of a court, besides other pro¬ 
ceedings not necessary to mention 
here. 

A. warrant Is a. guarantee or pro¬ 
tection (the original maning of an 
old French word (warrant) to the- 
person executing it that he has au¬ 
thority for so doing- It is by\war¬ 
rants that persons charged with 
crime may be brought before a mag¬ 
istrate and committed to prison, and 
other processes necessary in civil 
and criminal oases executed.

At the dates when they became part 
of Canada there existed in the prov¬ 
inces of Nova Scotia, New Bruns¬ 
wick, British Columbia and Prince 
Edward Island, courts with power to 
for such causes as their respective 
dissolve a marriage between parties 
for such causes as their respective 
laws allowed, and this power still 
continues but there were no such 
courts in the rest of what is now the 
Dominion of Canada and as under the 
British North America Act the par¬ 
liament of Canada has sole power to 
deal with the subject of marriage and 
divorce, and it has never created any 
divorce court in the provinces of Que¬ 
bec, Ontario, Manitoba, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan or in the Northwest 
and Yukon Territories the only way 
in which divorce can be obtained 
there is to get a special act of the 
parliament of Canada dissolving the 
marriage. Applications for such leg¬ 
islation are made in the first instance 
to the senate wheih has a special 
committee and special rules for the 
purpose. 

There are also a number of other 
courts with limited or special juris¬ 
diction such as Election courts with 
limited contested elections. Courts of 
revision to act as courts of appeal in 
revising the rolls for the assessment 
of taxes. The heir and divisee court 
unpatented land and the o-a £ e— 
of Ontario to determine claims to 
unpatented land and the various- in¬ 
ferior coupjts for the administration 
of the criminal law such a& the Police 


Besides the courts of superior and 
inferior jurisdiction mentioned above, 
there are others of a special nature. 
The probate courts of the provinces 
of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick and 
Prince Edward Island, known' also 
as surrogate courts in Ontario and 
judge, and have power to deal with 
matters relating to the wills of dL 
Iteased persons, or the administra¬ 
tion ofthe effects of persons who 
leave no such will. 

The word "probate” shows the 
character of the duties of this court; 
its principal function is to prove— 
from the latin word “probare” to 
prove— that a will is legally execut¬ 
ed, and is the last will of the testat¬ 
or. . But its jurisdiction extends to 
other testamentary matters and 
causes, the subject to appeal to the 
superior courts. 

In Quebec the law of wills is quite 
different, and the jurisdiction in pro—

OFFICE OF CORONER 


The office of coroner also goes 
back to early English times, when he 
as a royal officer appointed to 
look after the peace and interests of 
the crownf Latin; “corona,” thence 
coroner) in a. special district allotted 
to him. It is now his duty to en 
quire into the cause of the death of 
ac person who is killed, or dies sud 
denly, or in prison. 

Where the circumstances of the 
case require an investigation, he sum 
mores a jury, calls witnesses, and 
holds an "inquest” on view of (after 
seeing) the body of the deceased. 
Upon the facts disclosed a verdict is 
given by the jury. Persons may be 
er,charged wth murder, manslaugh¬ 
ter, or calpabie negligence, according 
.to the nature of the death. 

When a coroner’s “inquisition” (or 
inquiry or investigation) charges a 
person with manslaughter or murder, 
he must issue his warrant to bring 
the accused immediately before a 
magistrate or justice, who will pro- 


SHERIIFF AND OFFICERS OF 
THE COURTS 


The most important officer in the 
execution of process of law is the 
sheriff, ho is appointed by the lieu¬ 
tenant-governor in council 1 in the 
provinces. One sheriff is appointed 
for every county or judicial district 
in a province. Here again we have an 
other example! of our close adher¬ 
ence to old English names. The 
sheriff was in Saxon times the judi¬ 
cial president of the (scir-gemot), 
or assembly (gemot) of -the shire 
(scir), one of the divisions of the 
English kingdoms. Hej was the 
“reeve” or headman of the Shire, the 
scir-gerefa, which has in 'the course 
of centuries been shorterted to shor-

In Norman times the-shires became 
a .county, and. its gov4i|m'nt, judi¬ 
cial, military, .and financial, was 
largely in the,'hands of ' the sheriff, 
who was directly responsible to the 
king. 

In the course of time, the sheriff 
and became little more ’ than an of¬ 
ficer of the courts, though he pre¬ 
served remnants of his ancient pow¬ 
ers in connection with elections and 
the preservation of peace and order. 

lie is now in Canada an officer of 
the superior courts, whose orders 
Sentences and judgements are carried 
out under his direction, even to the 
execution of the criminal. He sum 
mons juries, has charge of the jails 
and their keepers. Ho appoints his 
own deputies and officers and is re- 
registrars of high, qv Surrogate courts 
negligence in executing the process 
of the courts,. He giyes security for 
tlie proper performance of his duties. 

Tn connection with the Courts there 
is also a large bod,y of officers, 
known as county crown attorneys, 
clerks of the peace, deputy clerks of 
the crown, prothonbtaries. (Fom 
two Greek words, meaning a first 
notary or clerk). county court clerks 
registrars of high or urrogate courts 
and others, all of whom are appoint¬ 
ed by the government of a province 
to perform special duties in connec- 
tin with the ad'mjistration of justice.
